Andalusia, AL- Alfred Holley 25¢ Sept. 10, 1862 Rosene UNL 

A rare and interesting piece of scrip with a great story to tell. Its 
signer, Alfred Holley, was a businessman, farmer, and slavehold- 
er who served his community as county sheriff, postmaster, and 
member of the Alabama Legislature from 1849 through 1863. 
His career, his business and his personal life suffered greatly 
before and during the Civil War, as Holley was a staunch Union 
man, campaigning against secession and, as one of fewer than 
20 state legislators, voting against all military appropriations 
to create an independent military force for the state in the days 
leading up to secession. He left the legislature in 1861, but was 
reelected in 1863 despite his pro-union sympathies. In March of 
1864, the Confederate Army swept through Covington County, 
trying to round up deserters and evaders of the Confederate 
draft, many of whom had been helped or hidden by Holley. He 
escaped to Union held Pensacola, but the contents of his house 
were confiscated by the Confederates and he was removed from 
his legislative seat by a unanimous vote of the legislature. After 
the war, Holley elected to remain in Florida, where he owned a 
general store as well as managing over 5000 acres of land in both 
Florida and Alabama, dying rich but never able to return to his 
native Alabama homestead. 

No notes from Andalusia are listed in the Rosene Alabama refer- 
ence, but this piece is clearly an Alabama issue, although payable 
at the Bank of Georgetown in Georgia. It is a Muscalus Georgia 
plate note, although the Holley store was located in Andalusia 
and Holley never resided in Georgia. PCGS Very Fine 30PPQ, a 
wonderful and rare note with a great story behind it.

A rare and almost certainly unique piece of scrip which repre- 
sents the environmentally friendly Civil War conservation of 
paper by re-using scrip meant for other issuers. Here this scrip 
was prepared for Columbus, Georgia issuer Ellis & Livingston, 
but issued in Bluff Springs, Alabama by M. & R.S. Street. it 
is unlisted in Rosene and we have never seen another. PCGS 
Apparent Very Fine 20, with a few very minor problems that 
affect nothing on a note of this rarity.

Cahawba, AL- The State of Alabama $5 Dec. 18, 1821 Cr. 22 
Authorized by the state legislature in 1820, these warrants cir- 
culated at a discount, with no legislation passed to secure their 
redemption. Because they were receivable for land purchases 
their value was at least somewhat propped up. This design is 
listed as an R-10 in Shull’s Southern States catalog, indicating 
a known population of roughly 5-15 notes. PCGS grades this 
example Extremely Fine 45, noting that the note is hammer 
cancelled. (1,000-2,000)

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18004 Cherokee County, AL- Cornwall Iron Works Co. 25¢ Aug. 1, 


1862 Rosene UNL 

Cherokee County is located in far northeastern Alabama very 
near Rome, Georgia. This company was commissioned by the 
Confederate government to produce pig iron for the Confederate 
war effort, on the site of a foundry operated by James Noble, Sr., 
and his five sons since 1855. Construction involved an estimated 
1,000 Confederate soldiers and slaves from nearby plantations. 
The furnace went into production in either late 1862 or early 
1863. Charcoal was produced on nearby farms and plantations 
to fire the furnace, and water power from the Chattooga River 
was used to power the blast. The pig iron ingots manufactured 
at the furnace were sent to the Noble Brothers’ foundry in Rome 
for the manufacture of war materials. The furnace was knocked 
out of production for the remainder of the war by Union troops 
in 1864. Although payable at the Rome agency of the Planters 
Bank of Savannah, these notes are clearly an Alabama issue, as 
the Cornwall Foundry was located near Cedar Bluff, Alabama. 
The ruins of the foundry are still visible today and the place is on 
the list of National Historic Sites. Other than the two examples 
offered here as part of the Dorris collection because of the 
Georgia tie we have seen no others, and this location is unlisted 
in the Rosene reference. PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20, with 
some minor splits and repairs on the back.

Large vignettes of Justice, a bald eagle, and the locomotive 
America entering a passenger terminal are featured on this love- 
ly red and black remainder from this bank which was in opera- 
tion from 1859 until its founder’s death in 1891. PMG grades this 
note Superb Gem Uncirculated 68 EPQ. (700-800)

18007 Irwinton, AL- Irwinton Bridge Co. 50¢ Jan. 1, 1840 Rosene

Irwinton, Alabama was the site of the first bridge over the 
Chattahoochee River. The bridge company was chartered in 
1837 as a Georgia corporation since the river bed belonged to 
the state of Georgia, and was a short-lived success until Georgia 
chartered a competing bridge company the following year, 
dooming both ventures to failure. Irwinton Alabama changed 
its name in 1843 to Eufaula, as mail for the inhabitants of the 
Alabama location was being delivered to the town of the same 
name in Georgia. PCGS Apparent Very Good 10, with hinge 
repairs on the reverse.

A bit of a puzzle of a note, as it is prominently labeled “State of 
Georgia,” but this denotes the state of incorporation and not the 
issuing location, which is clearly Irwinton, Alabama, as the other 
Irwinton, in Georgia, is located more than a hundred miles 
from the Chattahoochee River. PCGS Apparent Very Good 8, 
with some edge tears and repairs, but rare and unlisted in this 
denomination in Rosene.

A neat new discovery, with this rare piece unlisted in either the 
Haxby or Rosene references. It is payable at the Phoenix Bank of 
Columbus, Georgia but clearly issued by the Bank of the State 
of Alabama branch at Mobile. PCGS Apparent Very Good 8, 
falsely filled in and with some repairs. We know of no others 
and this piece may well remain unique for quite some time.

The last time we offered an example of this type was way back 
in 2001.

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Montgomery, AL - Central Bank of Alabama $500 G28 Proof 
This is a well printed ex-ABNCo proof of a denomination that 
had plenty of purchasing power back in the day and is rarely 
seen on a Southern Obsolete. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 Net, 
with the usual 4 POCs and a small tear that is not readily appar- 
ent. (750-1,000)

Montgomery, AL- The Montgomery Rail Road Company $3 
Aug. 1, 1838 

Payable at the branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama at 
Montgomery, this early $3 railroad note is in fully intact condi- 
tion. PCGS grades it Apparent Very Good 10 due to the usual 
list of minor imperfections normally found on notes in this con- 
dition; splits, tears, and minor damage. None are so distracting 
as to diminish from the desirability of this rare transportation 
issue. (500-600)

Proprietary Proof 

A Proprietary (sometimes called Special) Proof which came 
from the archives of the American Bank Note Company. These 
Proprietary Proofs were not printed contemporaneously with 
the notes themselves, but were printed at a later time by the 
American Bank Note Company from the original plates used to 
prepare the notes and were sold at Christie’s as part of the hold- 
ings of that company’s archives. PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 
EPQ. (700-900)

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Old Texas, AL- J.J. Simpkins & Co. 10¢ July 31, 1862 Rosene 
UNL 

A wonderful new discovery from a town which is so obscure 
that its entire Wikipedia entry is one sentence long, stating that 
Old Texas is an unincorporated community in Monroe County 
a few miles north of Beatrice. No issuer from Old Texas is listed 
in the Rosene reference, and, needless to say, no note from the 
town could be found even in the massive Alabama collection we 
sold nearly fifteen years ago. PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20, with 
some minor staining that affects nothing. (1,000-2,000)

18015 St. Stephens, AL - Tombeckbe Bank $5 Nov. 4, 1826 G8 Rosene

Prior to Mississippi becoming a state in 1817, St. Stephens had 
been the eastern most city of the Mississippi Territory. Upon 
Mississippi gaining statehood, Alabama became its own ter- 
ritory and St. Stephens its capital. Alabama’s first Governor, 
William Wyatt Bibb, presided over the first meeting of the 
Territorial Legislature at the Douglass Hotel on St. Stephens’ 
High Street. After taking the oath of office, swearing to uphold 
the constitution, the next order of business was to create the 
charter of Alabama's first bank, The Tombecbee Bank. The bank 
was the first to be chartered in Alabama, but fell on evil days 
after the capital was moved to Cahawba in 1820 and failed a few 
years later. St. Stephens itself fell into disuse and is now a ghost 
town and a state historical site. Tonight’s offering represents the 
only denomination from this short-lived institution that is not 
listed as SENC in Haxby. This piece does have a few flaws enu- 
merated on the holder but it retains boldly printed details and 
strong signatures. PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20, a great artifact 
of early Alabama history. (2,000-3,000)

18016 Troy, AL- Troy Insurance Co. 5¢ 1862 Rosene UNL

This denomination is unlisted in the Rosene Alabama reference, 
and comes from our sale of the David Schneider collection of 
insurance related notes which we sold in January of 2004. Our 
consignor paid $977.50 at that time, and it should be worth no 
less today. PCGS Fine 15, printed on coarse brown paper which 
appears to have been cut from a grocery sack.

An appealing fractional note, this 6-1/4¢ denomination has cute 
vignettes of a child and a cow and is in pleasant evenly circulated 
problem-free condition. It would make a nice addition to any 
fractional note, state, or denomination set. PCGS grades the note 
Fine 15. (500-700)

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18018 Union Springs, AL- D.A. McRaye 10¢ Dec. 10, 1861 Rosene

A very rare bi-state issue payable at the McRaye store in Union 
Springs, Alabama, but dated and issued in Columbus, Georgia. 
Mr. McRaye’s store was memorialized in an 1879 Alabama 
Supreme Court decision over the question of whether a munici- 
pality could be sued for damages when property is damaged 
because of the construction of a storm sewer when the owner of 
the property had previously given consent to the construction. 
For those interested in the answer, the case may be referenced at 
58 Alabama 654 Mayor e& Councilmen of Union Springs v. Jones. 
We have not had any notes from this issuer to offer since we sold 
the massive Alabama Obsolete collection of the late Dr. Walter 
B. Jones in September of 2001, with this denomination missing 
from that collection and unlisted in the Rosene reference. PCGS 
Fine 12.

But with perhaps only three or four 
examples in existence, it really does not make much difference.

A very rare piece of merchants scrip from Arizona Territory and 
the first example we have ever handled. Likely printed towards 
the end of the Nineteenth Century, this piece of scrip is a qual- 
ity product with boldly printed details on the face and excellent 
color on the back. Research indicates that this merchant issued 
a series of denominations ranging from 25¢ to $5, all of whose 
surviving examples can be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
This pretty note has sustained only moderate wear and, aside 
from a couple of miniscule edge splits, is problem free for the 
grade. PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. (3,000-4,000)

The firm had a number of different businesses in which it was 
involved. It failed on October 27, 1881. Only remainders are 
presently known. This example was formerly part of the John 
J. Ford, Jr. collection. PCGS grades it Choice About New 58.

Another extremely rare scrip note from this firm which failed in 
1881, this 50¢ has obviously seen some circulation. PCGS grades 
this example Apparent Very Fine 20 due to small repairs and 
minor rust stains. Like all Arizona scrip, there are not many of 
these to go around. (5,500-7,500)

This tiny unincorporated community in southeast Arkansas was 
a most unlikely setting for a “savings bank,” but here is a note 
from that Civil War era venture. It is unlisted in Rothert and was 
missing from the major Arkansas holding we sold several years 
ago. PCGS Apparent Fine 12, with some edge and internal splits 
and other minor damage. (900-1,200)

The vignette of a seated Goddess with her exposed back fac- 
ing the viewer as she watches the river with a steamboat in the 
background is very appealing. The Bank of the State of Arkansas 
operated from 1837-43 and had three branches. PCGS Choice 
About New 55.

18029 Portersville, CA- Labor Exchange Branch 136 2 Units 1897 
We have auctioned only a few Labor Exchange notes from California over the years. The Labor Exchange was an association of members who 
deposited goods that they produced into an exchange warehouse. They received these notes for their deposits, which in turn could be redeemed 
for goods withdrawn from the warehouse. It was an interesting idea, but was short-lived. There were many problems associated with the plan, 
such as balancing the products produced with the products to be withdrawn. This PCGS Apparent Fine 15 serial number 17 note has some 
small edge splits. (400-600)

Popular Imperial Government of Emperor Norton I 50¢ Note 
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18030 San Francisco, CA- Imperial Government of Norton I 50¢ March 11, 1876 
One of the notable characters in San Francisco history is “Emperor Norton of the United States.” Joshua Abraham Norton was born in Algoa 
Bay, South Africa on February 4, 1819. In 1849, after receiving a $40,000 bequest from the estate of his father, he emigrated to San Francisco. His 
initial business efforts were quite successful and he was able to substantially grow his fortune. However, an investment in Peruvian rice caused 
him financial ruin and he was forced to declare bankruptcy. His mental state seriously declined at that point and he left San Francisco briefly. 


After he returned, he notified several newspapers on September 17, 1859 that he was declaring himself Emperor of the U.S. In his 
new self-appointed role, he issued several declarations about various matters. Some considered him a visionary, because among his 
decrees were several with merit, including the formation of a League of Nations and building a suspension bridge between 
San Francisco and Oakland. He dressed in uniform and wandered the streets. Norton was well liked by many who consid- 
ered him eccentric and he was often given free meals and received invitations to the theater. His occupation is listed in the 1870 U.S. 
Census as “Emperor” as this cataloger can attest. The City even purchased a new uniform for him after his became worn. 


In the 1870s, he began issuing promissory notes that he referred to as “Imperial Treasury Bond Certificates.” The denominations ranged from 
50¢ to $100 and he sold them to both citizens and tourists who collected them as souvenirs. He was a rock star of his day, with merchants 
selling Emperor Norton merchandise ranging from postcards to dolls. Emperor Norton’s notes remain quite popular today with collectors, 
leading them to take the number 100 spot on the list of the 100 Greatest American Currency Notes. It has been estimated that only two or 
three dozen pieces have survived. The March 1933 issue of The Numismatist included an article about the Emperor and his notes. 


Norton collapsed and died on January 8, 1880. His funeral was a huge affair, with at least 10,000 mourners reported, although some accounts 
list as many as 30,000. Over 130 years later, he is still well remembered, at least partially due to his influence on popular culture. Several char- 
acters in novels were based on him, including works by Mark Twain and Robert Louis Stevenson. The centennial of his death was recognized in 
1980. 


This example is numbered 1911 and received a grade of Apparent Very Fine 30 from PCGS for small edge splits and some pen writing on the 
back. The imprint reads, “CUDDY & HUGHES, Printers to His Majesty Norton I, 511 Sansome street, S.F.” Norton is depicted at upper right 
and his signature remains bold. The last example for this issue we sold brought $13,800 almost three years in our 2012 Central States auction.

18031 San Francisco, CA- Imperial Government of Norton I 50¢ March 10, 1879 

A second example of this denomination in this auction, but it is of the variety without the printer’s imprint at bottom. This example is adorned 
with serial number 2890. It exhibits bold penmanship by Norton I as he signed this note in his customary way as “Norton I Emperor.” Also, 
this note has an added “Emp Norton” endorsement on the back. Norton I notes were actually bonds and were payable in 1880 at five per cent 
interest or they were convertible into 20 years five per cent bonds or payable in gold coin. It is a good thing that Norton died on January 8, 1880 
as many of the holders of his notes might have wanted some form of payment during that year. This piece grades PCGS Very Fine 25 and the 
folds show the originality of this example. Norton I notes are regularly five figure items in the VF grade range at auction and we have seen them 
top $18,000 within the last eight years. Somebody along the way pencilled “Valuable” on the back and they sure were right. This may be why 
this note has survived so long. With all of the above in mind, we feel that a fair estimate for this nice example of California history is... (10,000- 
15,000)

An excessively rare piece and the only example we know of from this obscure Santa Barbara County location. Fine-Very Fine with some minor 
staining.

This PCGS Apparent Extremely Fine 45 block of four notes has one 
each of the 25¢, 12¢5mills, 6¢3mills, and 4¢ notes. It also shows more 
of the top of the 2¢ and 5 mills notes below than other sheets blocks we 
have previously offered. Newman pictures a full sheet of six, but other 
than that one sheet, we've only seen these four higher denominations 
and fragments of the two lower. The Hartford & New Haven Turnpike 
has become Interstate 91, and these notes, with their unusual denomi- 
nations, were employed as toll tickets on that road. The vignettes on 
the notes were keyed to the conveyances permitted on the Turnpike 
for varying fees. The 25¢, with its elaborate two-horse carriage, and 
the 6¢3mills, with its one-horse open sleigh, are both particularly 
popular. The block is lightly handled and unsigned, with some minor 
foxing, as is always the case. A little known but fascinating aside about 
these Hartford & New Haven Turnpike notes is the fact that they were 
printed on the blank backs of two maps that had been glued face to face. 
When candled (held to a bright light), the maps can clearly be seen. On 
this example, various rivers and parts of words can also be seen. (1,000- 
1,500)

Issued by the Corporation of Georgetown, this $7 note has great 
vignettes of Minerva and the United States Capitol before it 
received its new dome. PCGS grades this note Choice New 63. 
Mounted on card stock with four POCs. (1,500-2,500)

Alan Dorris Biography 


Alan Dorris was born in Atlanta, Georgia and grew up 
in the southeastern US. He attended Georgia Tech, where 
he received his PhD in 1974. In that year he and his wife 
Patsy moved to Norman, Oklahoma, where he taught at the 
University of Oklahoma for four years. He moved to Racine, 
Wisconsin , where he worked in the farm equipment indus- 
try before he and Patsy started a consulting company in 
1982. Now located in Atlanta, Alan is a partner with his 
three sons, Jason, Nathan and Jonathan, all of whom are 
Georgia Tech graduates and engineers, in the consulting 
business. Dorris & Associates International LLC provides 
safety consultation to a variety of clients around the world. 


Like many of his era, Alan's collecting experience started 
with placing coins from circulation into Whitman's blue 
folders. In the 1970's his interest was piqued by “Broken 
Bank Notes,” as they were then called, and he decided to 
specialize in material from his native state of Georgia. He 
soon began corresponding with dealers such as Dr. John 
Muscalus and Grover Criswell, as well as participating in 
auctions with firms of the era such as NASCA, the begin- 
ning of forty years of participation in every major auction of 
the day. The pivotal point of his collecting career came when 
he purchased the bulk of Dr. Muscalus’ Georgia scrip collec- 
tion from Hugh Shull, following that up with the purchase 
of Claud Murphy’s personal collection of Georgia obsoletes. 
Those two collections contained numerous unique items 
and formed the core of Alan’s interest in Georgia merchant 
scrip notes. Later he obtained substantial material from 
Christie's sale of the archives of the American Bank Note 
Company and from the Western Reserve holdings. Hugh 
and Claud continued as sources of material and guidance 
throughout his collecting career. Alan's primary interest has 
been the history and identity of the issuers of these notes as 
much as in the notes themselves. Having pursued his hobby 
for more than four decades, Alan now believes it is the time 
to let his notes seek new homes. They have provided count- 
less hours of study and joy, and reflect numerous friends 
associated with the hobby. It is his hope that they will pro- 
vide the same to a new generation of appreciative collectors.

The first charter for a railroad in Georgia was approved by the 
legislature in December 1827, six years prior to the charter of 
the Central of Georgia Railroad. It authorized Thomas Spalding 
of Darien and his associates to construct a canal or a wooden 
railroad from the Ocmulgee River to the Flint River at such 
locations as they saw fit. The goal was to create a trade route 
from the Atlantic to the Gulf via the navigable sections of the 
two rivers along with a canal or railroad between them. Had 
it been built, the railroad would have extended about 75 miles 
from the Ocmulgee near Jacksonville (Telfair County) to the 
Flint at Albany. Although some sources indicate that grading, 
bridge-building, and track laying were accomplished on parts 
of the route, the railroad never went into operation. This was 
despite the considerable efforts of Abbott Hall Brisbane, the 
proposed railroad’s most active promoter. Brisbane, who had 
studied possible routes for the Western & Atlantic Railroad in 
1836-37, became chief engineer for the Ocmulgee & Flint in the 
early 1840s. While directing the construction work, he was also 
attempting to find financing to complete the railroad. After an 
angry confrontation with unpaid workers, and the discovery 
that some had discussed murdering him, he fled the state, bring- 
ing an end to the venture, leaving only the currency issued to 
memorialize the venture.

An extremely rare note which was issued by one of this com- 
munity’s most successful entrepreneurs. Connecticut born and 
bred, Tift followed his family south to begin his business career, 
taking a roundabout route to Albany. Starting in 1826 at the 
family’s Key West, Florida, salvage business, he managed stores 
in Charleston, South Carolina, and Augusta and Hawkinsville, 
Georgia. Prospects to the west continued to beckon, and in 
October 1836 he made his final move, this time to present-day 
Dougherty County where he established a trading center on the 
Flint River and, not coincidentally, founded the city of Albany. 
Tift’s business acumen located him at the hub of southwest 
Georgia’s traffic in land, cotton, and slaves. Determined that the 
region's economy would remain strong, he promoted numer- 
ous transportation schemes, including a toll bridge at Albany 
and the extension of railroad lines from Savannah and later 
Americus. He speculated in land throughout southwest Georgia; 
he operated a dry goods store and several mills; he regularly 
extended credit to friends and neighbors; and for many years, 
he owned and edited the local newspaper, the Albany Patriot. 
Despite his northern birth, Tift became a fierce defender of 
slavery, serving in the Georgia Legislature for several terms prior 
to the Civil War. During the war he built gunboats for the CSA 
Navy at his factory and supplied foodstuffs to the army from 
his plants in Albany and nearby Palmyra. When the war ended, 
Tift served a term in the U.S. Congress, using his position to call 
for an end to Radical Reconstruction. At the close of his term, 
his returned to his business interests, and died an exceedingly 
wealthy man in 1891. The 50¢ example in the Dorris collection 
is the only one our consignor could find in over forty years of 
diligent searching.

This institution received its charter in 1852, opening with a capi- 
tal of $300,000. The next year the bank was purchased by George 
Smith, a Scottish immigrant who had been active in the banking 
field in the upper midwest. The canny Scot planned to circulate 
his Georgia notes in Illinois and Wisconsin, with the hope that 
a substantial portion of the notes would travel for many months 
before coming home for redemption, making this operation into 
a classic wildcat bank...with one substantial difference. Smith 
was an honest banker who intended to remain in business long 
enough to actually redeem his notes. When banks and mer- 
chants in the upper midwest realized that the stream of Atlanta 
notes they were encountering was not the result of mere happen- 
stance, great quantities of this bank’s currency were sent south 
for redemption. Smith responded by instructing his cashiers to 
work extra slowly in the redemption process and to cause every 
delay possible. All notes properly presented, however, were ulti- 
mately redeemed. Eventually Smith capitulated, wound up his 
affairs, and returned to Scotland a wealthy man. The fact that 
all notes issued by this bank were redeemed has made survivors 
very rare, with this $5 example one of only two our consignor 
has seen.

This company operated a toll bridge across the Savannah River and conducted banking operations as well. it was led by Henry Schultz, and 
emigrant from Hamburg, Germany, one of the most colorful characters of the old south, who arrived penniless in Augusta in 1806. His 
story is recalled in Edwin J. Scott’s Random Recollections of a Long Life in which he chronicles Schultz's story...."But before giving my recol- 
lections of Columbia and Lexington, I must devote some time to that extraordinary mechanical genius and practical engineer and financier, 
Henry Shultz, whose character and career were too strange and remarkable to be passed over without notice in a paper of this kind...On 
returning from Augusta I passed through Hamburg, which Shultz had just fairly started to build in the midst of a hideous swamp which he 
had ditched and drained, opposite to Augusta, with the view of rivaling that city, by intercepting the large quantity of cotton and other pro- 
duce that went there every year from our side of the river. [Shultz founded Hamburg, SC July 2, 1821.] Originally from the ancient free city 
of Hamburg, on the Elbe, he had come to Augusta some ten years previously with no capital but his head and his hands. Engaging as a day 
laborer on a pole boat, he soon began to build and run his own boats to and from Savannah. Then he erected the Augusta Bridge, on a plan 
of his own, which stood for fifty years or more, uninjured by freshets that swept away others constructed by professional architects accord- 
ing to the most approved scientific principles. [Completed in 1814, the bridge served for 75 years until destroyed in 1888.] In connection 
with his partner, John McKinne, he established the Bridge Bank of Augusta, and issued bills that, by their prompt redemption, obtained a 
wide circulation in the Southern States and were preferred by many people to all others. His banking house stood at the Augusta end of the 
bridge, on the north side of the street leading from it to and across Broad street, and at one time he owned a number of other houses on the 
same range. But difficulties arose between him and some of the other Augusta banks, and, after a long struggle, in which each by turns had 
the advantage, they managed to present more of his bills than he could meet, had them protested, sued on, and by a summary process, which 
he tried to resist, levied on, sold and bought in the bridge and all his other property in Augusta. He struggled to the last, refusing to vacate 
the premises till dispossessed by main force, under an order of the Court, and then resorted to the expedient of erecting a toll gate at the 
other end of the bridge, where he exacted payment from all passengers, until prohibited by an injunction from the United States Court, after 
prolonged and extensive litigation, in which Judge [Andrew Pickens] Butler of Edgefield, and Richard H. Wilde of Augusta, were opposing 
counsel. In a fit of desperation, on the day when this injunction was enforced, he attempted to commit suicide by discharging a loaded pis- 
tol in his mouth, but it happened to range upwards and outwards, so that the load came out between his eyes, frightfully mutilating him for 
the time, and leaving indelible marks of the powder in his face, yet, strange to say, he recovered, with his eyesight unimpaired. His Hamburg 
project proved measurably successful; the town grew and prospered for several years, enjoying an extensive trade, to the serious detriment of 
Augusta. The Legislature incorporated the place, Shultz being Mayor, and chartered the Bank of Hamburg, of which Wyatt W. Starke (Father 
of William Pinckney Starke, Esq.) was first President, and Hiram Hutchinson, Cashier. [This was the second Bank of Hamburg. Notes of the 
first, announced 1824, were signed by J. M. Tillman and Henry Shultz.] But a fatality, caused apparently by Shultz’s violent temper, baffled 
all his efforts. A trunk was stolen from a wagon yard in the town, and he, as Mayor, had a young man from the country arrested on suspicion 
of having committed the theft. To make him confess, the Mayor ordered him to be severely whipped, in consequence thereof he died, and 
Shultz was indicted for murder, imprisoned many months at Edgefield and narrowly escaped ending his turbulent and eventful life on the 
gallows. [Shultz was convicted of manslaughter in October 1827, and received the not-unusual sentence of six months imprisonment.] I saw 
him frequently while Autocrat of Hamburg, and long after when he haunted the halls of the Legislature vainly seeking redress or revenge for 
his losses in Augusta. A tall, erect old man, wearing a heavy Waterloo coat that reached his heels, and bearing, as it were, the brand of Cain 
on his forehead. At Shultz’s death he left a will bequeathing all his right, title and interest in the bridge to his friends Jones and Kennedy. 
They employed Carroll & Bacon of Edgefield to look into the matter and were advised by their counsel to invoke from the Legislature the 
right of eminent domain on the part of this State in one-half of the Savannah River, and to grant them the privilege of erecting a toll gate at 
the South Carolina end of the bridge. This was done, and when the President of the bridge company in Augusta threatened to demolish the 
South Carolina toll gate by firing a cannon at it, Jones replied that two could play at that game, reminding him that Shultz had left a couple 
of old cannon on the hill in Hamburg, which was six hundred feet above Augusta, and that he would certainly return the fire. Finally the 
case was compromised by the Augusta owners paying ten thousand dollars to Shultz’s heirs under the will.” While notes from this bridge 
and banking company are not of themselves terribly scarce, the early Fractional issues are excessively rare, with this 50¢ example the only 
such note that Alan Dorris could obtain in four decades of searching. It is listed in Haxby as SENC with “No Description Available,” and is 
believed to be unique by our consignor.

The town of Auraria was soon established, and, with the rush of settlers pouring in, grew to a community of between four and 
six thousand. By December 1834, the first of the great mining companies, the Pigeon Roost Mining Company, received its charter, fol- 
lowed swiftly in the same month by the Belfast Mining Company. Unfortunately for Auraria, a site about five miles away was chosen as 
the location for the county seat of the newly established county, a place named Dahlonega, and by 1833 most of the businesses had relo- 
cated to Dahlonega.

Half owned by the State of Georgia, the bank’s first Board of 
Directors included some of McIntosh County’s most prominent 
citizens: Thomas Spalding, John McIntosh, Scott Cray, James 
Troup and James Dunwody. Representing the stockholders 
on the Board were Calvin Baker, Barrington King, John Kell, 
Henry Harford and Jonathan Sawyer. Spalding served as the 
bank’s first president, from 1819 to 1826, after which Anson 
Kimberly, then James Troup, served as president. Ebenezer

It 
was located a few hundred yards past the Fort and was believed 
to have been nearer to the Ocmulgee River than the fort was. 
Reverend William Capers dined at Fort Hawkins during his 
travels to mission his Methodist faith to the Creek Indians and 
noted in his journal that “Messrs. Bullock and Wells, are very 
kind.” They also had a merchandising business and began issu- 
ing change bills.

Macon, GA- Macon & Brunswick Railroad Co. $1 Feb. 1, 1867 
Chartered in 1856, the Macon & Brunswick was unable to make 
much progress on constructing its new line before the Civil War 
intervened. Not until 1867, when fifty miles of trackage from 
Macon to Hawkinsville was completed, was a substantial seg- 
ment put into operation. After the state endorsed $2.5 million 
worth of the railroad’s bonds and new investors were found in 
New York, the 174-mile road between Macon and Brunswick 
was finally completed. It opened in its entirety on January 1, 
1870. Part of the rail bed was constructed using forced labor 
under Georgia's then-new convict leasing system. In his book 
One Dies, Get Another; Convict Leasing in the American South, 
1866-1928, Matthew Mancini notes that the M&B was provided 
with 109 state prisoners in 1868. As one of the first Georgia 
railroads to use convict labor for construction, it lead the way 
in a brutal practice that would last for decades. This note, which 
traces its pedigree back to NASCA’s T. James Clarke collection 
sale in June 1978, where it was part of lot 960, should not be con- 
fused with this railroad’s far more commonly encountered notes 
of a similar date.

Within ten years, 
Winter became a millionaire, and his notes circulated widely 
in south Georgia and north Florida. Mr. Winter was a devoted 
Union man, and he and his politics opposing secession became 
widely despised in Columbus. When Georgia voted to secede, 
Winter left Columbus and lived in England until 1865. He never 
returned to Columbus during his lifetime, having died in New 
York due to a fall on an icy street as he was preparing to return 
to Columbus, where he is buried. More than a few of his notes 
can be found in this catalog in both the Florida and Georgia list- 
ings and in several different guises.

Our consignor has acquired these 
notes from a variety of sources, but his main acquisition was the purchase of all of the Georgia sutler notes, many of which were to become 
plate notes in the Keller reference, from the well remembered Grover C. Criswell collection sold by Kagin’s at the 1977 Atlanta ANA con- 
vention. Grover, who was elected ANA President earlier in 1977 and sworn in at that convention, had consigned his entire collection of 
southern sutler notes to the Kagin firm, which obtained the rights to conduct the official auction at the ANA convention. Unbeknownst to 
Criswell at the time he consigned, the Kagins assembled what was by far the largest ANA sale ever, a five catalogue marathon that included 
5000 lots, with the Criswell sutler offering near the end of the paper money offering. The lots came up somewhere well after 2 AM, the 
crowd was, shall we say, sparse, and the sale results fell flatter than yesterday's beer, all of which would have been of academic interest only 
to ANA historians had the sale and its somewhat disastrous realization not spawned an epic legal battle between Criswell and the Kagins 
that finally went as far as the Iowa Supreme Court. It turned out that the auction firm had advanced a considerable sum to Grover which 
was substantially in excess of what Grover’s consignment realized. When the firm asked Criswell to return the excess funds, as well as pay- 
ing the firm a commission, an enraged Criswell refused, leading to a years long legal battle featuring suit and counter-suit, with nobody 
ultimately winning except the lawyers. Now, almost forty years after that sale, the real rarity of southern sutler notes is well recognized, 
with no state collection of Obsoletes containing more than a literal handful, if even that many. Even the famous John J. Ford collection 
contained only one Georgia sutler item, with that piece offered below. As most of the pieces offered here bear no place of issue (because by 
definition sutlers moved frequently and on short notice with the troops), we have elected to depart from our usual cataloguing format and 
offer the sutler notes in one section, rather than by location.

street from the Massachusetts state house, and in the movie 
Glory.

When that was destroyed by fire, he moved to 
Salem, where he built a large packing plant and a second sawmill. A disastrous flood during the winter of 1861-1862 again put him out of busi- 
ness, and he headed for the Idaho gold fields. On his way to Idaho in 1862, he met Christopher Moore and the two began hauling goods to the 
mines in Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 1863 they brought supplies to Boise, selling some from their wagons and hauling the rest to the 
Snake River for sale to Owyhee miners. The partners opened several stores, including B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and Idaho City. The stores 
offered banking services as well as merchandise, and this financial activity led DuRell and Moore to join with three other investors (including 
Territorial Governor David Ballard) to organize the First National Bank of Idaho in 1866. The bank was granted a charter on March 11, 1867 
and opened for business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store on June 6, 1867. A branch was soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. DuRell 
sold his interest in the bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where he organized the Salt Lake City NB of Utah. We have only handled one other

Baptist Mission was located in eastern Adair County, 3 miles 
north of Westville. Rev. Jesse Busyhead settled here in 1839 fol- 
lowing the Cherokee removal from the east and held church 
services at his home until the Baptist Mission was established in 
1841 by Rev. Evan Jones. This site was one of the ration stations 
known as GA-DU-HO-GA-DU, or Breadtown, by the Cherokee 
following the removal.

Historical: Inflation of Continental paper money saw its initial May 10, 1775 Session notes being revalued at 40 to 1 
ratio by 1780. Continental Army financing was tenuous at best and the outlooks were bleak. At the same time though in France, 
Benjamin Franklin’s diplomacy was negotiating for critical armament and other financing. He was respected for 
his demeanor, genius and much beloved in Paris. He proved the charismatic presence at every turn; essential for success in ambi- 
tious financing. Sophisticated secret agents, intriguers, and allies to the American cause surreptitiously dealt weapons through 
several avenues, particularly Spain, an intense enemy of Britain, to arm Americans. But of course, how to move the loaned money? 


This 20,000 Livres (French silver dollar size coins) exchange is an artifact from one of the most fascinating and least told stories of 
the American Revolution. Though a footnote in mainstream American history, it helped win the Revolution. The players involved 
orchestrated an arms dealing conspiracy right out the movies or a mystery novel. The full story inspired the book Unlikely Allies by 
John Richard Paul which recounts the story in the greatest detail, but here we will discuss the main points. While the certificate fea- 
tures a historic and rare signature of John Jay (first Chief Justice of the United States), it is the central part of the engraved obliga- 
tion that is most intriguing. Mr. [Pierre-Augustin] Caron de Beaumarchais was the integral architect within a spy trio (the other 
two were Silas Deane of Connecticut and Chevalier D’Eon) who created the European arms deals that were essential for the ultimate 
Continental Army victories through Yorktown. Their spy craft, immense bravery and tact helped save the American Revolution. 

Before France entered the war officially, the King of France sanctioned Caron de Beaumarchais to commence arms deal- 
ing through a phantom firm based in Spain. Caron had fallen on some hard times, but was quite the worldly man him- 
self who wrote the Figaro plays such as the famous “The Barber of Seville.” The weapons needed to be paid for secretly, but with 
Franklin’s and the Continental Congress’s knowledge; the plans were placed into action. For the American side, Franklin 
requested Silas Deane from Connecticut to be part; believing the British would not think him involved with spies due 
to his merchant status. Chevalier D’Eon wore disguises and was a cross-dresser, he proved a successful flamboyant spy. 

The money authorized to be paid by this Philadelphia issued certificate theoretically did not exist since these earlier arms deals were done 
secretly. Note the exchange was to be paid by Franklin at his United States ministry at the Court of France. They could be countersigned by 
Caron de Beaumarchais as they are clearly created for him as international agent of the arms dealing. If the money was actually paid, the First 
is always the most likely be returned explaining the existence of this “Fourth.” This is fully issued and properly signed by the highest officials 
of the Continental Congress, John Jay and Charles Thomson. That in itself makes this an immensely important, Anderson unlisted fiscal form. 
Some light folds are noted, but the overall condition is truly superb with bright paper, bold embossing and the signature of John Jay magnifi- 
cent, just some razor thin ink erosion at the tip of his “Y”. (15,000-up)

A healthy piece of a nice clear Treasury Department Rectangle 
appears in the upper left corner of the back of the top subject 
of this strip of four. The story of the Treasury Rectangles has 
appeared in print several times in our catalogs but is worth 
repeating. Treasury Rectangles have been an important item in 
Fractional Currency collecting ever since they were first noticed 
by collectors, which was shortly after the end of the circulating 
period. There are two different accounts of the origin of these 
Treasury Rectangles. Milt Friedberg has located a document 
from the Third Session of the Fortieth Congress, where in 
testimony a Mr. William Coleman testified that he and a Mr. 
Drummer counted the blank banknote paper before it was print- 
ed, and stamped it with a little stamp consisting of a rectangle 
with “Treas Dpt.,” inscribed on it. This rectangle was stamped 
on the corner of the sheet to indicate that it had been counted. 
A second version relies on the research of Martin Gengerke. 
That version is that Congress, having become concerned with 
counterfeiting, ordered the Treasury Department to print notes 
on distinctive paper. The Treasury Department circumvented 
Congress’s orders by stamping each sheet “Treas Dpt.,” thereby 
making the regular banknote paper distinctive, instead of hav- 
ing to go back to the drawing board and print Experimental 
notes on various forms of paper, a process which had already 
been done, and during which Treasury Department officials 
never found a satisfactory substitute for the regular banknote 
paper. Several different sizes and shapes of Treasury Department 
rectangles are known, and it’s possible, perhaps even likely, 
that both of these accounts are correct. In either case, the rect- 
angle was at the very edge of the sheet, and it was intended to be 
trimmed off, accounting for their extreme rarity. In this months 
Paper Money Magazine Whole No. 294 Nov/Dec 2014 pages 412 
-416 Rick Melamed has an excellent article expanding the above 
story considerably. The 5¢ denomination has always been con- 
sidered the second scarcest with six to ten known but it is really 
neck and neck with the 10¢.

The back is a beautiful purple color, 
negative matrix reverse, with the ‘D-5-18-63° surcharge referred 
to in the Chapman sale of the Wilcox Collection in 1904. The 
so-called ‘Negative Essay’ “Reverse Matrix, or ‘Negative Matrix’ 
reverse is in reality none of these three things. Early catalogs 
erroneously called these ‘Matrix Reverses, mistakenly believ- 
ing that they were printed from matrix dyes (transfer rolls) 
rather than plates. Some also felt, as the Chapmans did, that the 
notes were printed from plates that had been made from other 
plates rather than from matrix dyes or transfer rolls. The term 
‘Negative Reverses, or “Negative Essays, came from the appear- 
ance of the notes, which look at a glance like a photo negative, 
that is, the dark areas appear light and the light areas appear dark. 
However, this is not consistent throughout the entire design, as 
the denomination, parts of the shield and the lettered ribbons 
are not reversed. This back design was simply an unadopted pro- 
posal where someone decided that certain design elements would 
look better reversed. Debate still continues today as to whether 
these Negative Essays or the adopted positive designs are the 
more handsome. The term ‘Negative Essay, while it would not 
be technically correct in the realm of professional photography, 
has been universally accepted by Fractional collectors, dealers 
and researchers, and it will be used throughout this catalog to 
describe this category of note.

19385 $10 Chemicograph Back Plate Intended for Confederate Paper Money. 

This $10 Chemicograph back printing plate is a piece of Confederate history of the rarest magnitude and an item this cataloger never even 
dreamed of having the pleasure to write about. First, the back story is in order. A set of Chemicograph “notes” consists of six different backs 
with designs that were intended for the 1864 issues of the $5, $10, $20, $50, $100, and $500 denominations. Back plates with these designs were 
ordered by the Confederate Treasury from S. Straker & Sons of London. The plates were made and shipped from London to the CSA in early 
January 1864. On the trip the plates disappeared. Several more additional shipments were also made, but none of these got through the Union 
blockade. Examples of the plates were finally found 75 years later and prints were made. Next, the plates were donated to the Smithsonian 
Institution according to printed information supplied with the purchase of these sets from Philip H. Chase in the 1950’s and 60's. This lot 
contains the $10 Chemicograph printing plate that closely depicts the desirable Great Seal of the Confederate States of America with George 
Washington on horseback at center. Included with this lot is a reprint of a Philip H. Chase article on the Chemicograph subject that appeared 
in the March and April 1950 The Numismatist. We have not graded the plate, but it is very nice with all details sharp and it does not have any 
gouges or cuts. The only other auction appearance we can find for a Chemicograph plate comes courtesy of Paper Money Society of Paper 
Money Collectors Vol. XVI, No. 2 - Whole No. 68 - March-April 1977. In an auction roundup article there is a report how a $5 Chemicograph 
plate brought a $1,000 floor bid at a January 1977 NASCA auction. That was certainly a healthy sum for the times. Perhaps the earlier $5 and the 
current $10 plate in this auction are plates that did not make it through the blockade and they remained hidden for many years. This $10 finally 
steps into the limelight and in today’s market we see the hammer falling in the range of...

19400 Daniel Nash Morgan, Treasurer of the United States 1893-1897, Personal 
Archive 16 items 
Every once in a great while, an archive comes together which turns the dry, well 
known facts into a wonderful insight into a public figure’s life, both private and 
public. Tonight we are pleased to offer one of those opportunities that rarely 
come along to have such a look into the life and times of Daniel Nash Morgan, 
Treasurer of the United States. Morgan was born in Newtown, CT on August 
18, 1844, and, as a young man, took over the operation of his father’s mercantile 
store. By 1869, at the tender age of twenty-five, Morgan moved to Bridgeport, 
CT, where he became a partner in a firm producing dry goods and carpets and 
also ran a grocery. By 1879, at the age of thirty-five, he became president of the 
City National Bank of Bridgeport. Also active in politics, Morgan served in 
a number of positions including city councilman, member of the Bridgeport 
Board of Education, and two time mayor of Bridgeport in the early 1880s. 
In 1893, he was named by President Grover Cleveland to serve as Treasurer of 
the United States, a post he served in for four years from June 1, 1893 to June 30, 
1897. An unsuccessful run for Governor of Connecticut in 1898 served as the 
closing chapter of his public service career. He met an untimely end at the age 
of 86 on May 30, 1931, in Bridgeport, dying from injuries suffered twelve days 
earlier when he was struck by a car. 
This archive is a rather eclectic collection of memorabilia connected with 
Morgan’s life and service. Included are: 
- An early ambrotype of Morgan which we estimate was taken some time 
between perhaps 1864 and 1869. This ambrotype is housed in a so-called 
“improved union case” that was patented by S. Peck & Co. of New Haven, 
CT on October 3, 1854. Both the case and image are in excellent condition.

of Bridgeport, CT, the first dated February 28, 1893, in which Morgan applied 
for the position of Treasurer of the United States and the second dated May 26, 
1893, in which Morgan tendered his resignation as president of the bank. 
- An elaborate white calfskin testimonial book presented to Mr. Morgan 
by the Directors of the City National Bank upon the occasion of his res- 
ignation and transition to service as Treasurer of the United States. The 
book indicates that Morgan was nominated for this position on April 11, 
1893, confirmed by the United States Senate on April 15, 1893, and had 
tendered his resignation, thus dating the book sometime around late May, 
1893. The board resolution contained in this presentation folder expressed 
the board’s thanks for Morgan’s faithful service. It is prepared entirely in 
superbly executed calligraphy, much of which is gold leafed. It is the kind of 
work that is truly a lost art. On the final page are signatures of the eight bank 
directors who presented this spectacular piece of 19th Century folk art to 
Mr. Morgan. The book is enclosed in a custom presentation box lined with 
purple silk and both the box and the book are emblazoned with the imprint 
of F.C. Smith of Bridgeport, the producer of both items, who labels him- 
self as an “Art Engrosser.” This makes an incredible display item. 
- A note to President Grover Cleveland, with a copy to Vice President Adlai 
E. Stevenson, congratulating the President on commemorating the 100th 
anniversary of the laying of the cornerstone for the U.S. Capitol in 1793 and 
transmitting serial number 100 of the first treasury notes issued with Morgan’s 
signature on them as Treasurer (August 19, 1893) to President Cleveland. 
- A Treasury of the United States check for $1, made payable to himself, writ- 
ten by Morgan in February, 1895. The check, which is printed on watermarked 
paper and features a portrait of Samuel Dexter, is in very nice condition and 
was obviously put away almost immediately as a keepsake by Morgan. 
A final group of documents and notes relates to Morgan's request of Treasurer 
Walter O. Woods in April, 1929. Morgan had sent Woods $10 and requested ten of the new small size one dollar notes with the lowest serial 
numbers available. Woods obliged, writing on July 11, 1929 (the day after small size notes were introduced), that he was supplying ten notes 
with the lowest serial numbers available. Included in this group are the following: 
- Wood's July 11, 1929 transmittal letter. 
- The registered mail documentation related to the ten notes sent. 
- Seven of the ten notes, which were given courtesy autographs by Morgan and dispersed as follows: 
- Serial 4012 - kept as a souvenir by Morgan 
- Serial 4013 - given to Morgan’s wife 
- Serials 4014, 4016, and 4020 - given to none other than Albert Grinnell 
- Serial 4015 - apparently kept by Morgan as a souvenir with the notation that these notes came from the second brick of 4,000 notes issued 
- Serial 4021 - given to David E. Bunswin (?) apparently a personal friend or former business associate from Shelton, CT 
- Serials 4017, 4018, and 4019 were apparently not distributed. 
These items are irreplaceable and worthy of inclusion into any serious collection of United States currency. (4,000-7,000)

From one of America’s first families of security engravers, 
George W. Casilear was the nephew of John W. Casilear. Born 
in 1825, he first worked for Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co.

Last April we sold another example of this February 24, 1815 TN-14a $10. The description provided much of the background that makes these 
notes special to collectors passionate about American fiscal history: “Considered by many collectors to be our nation’s first federal currency, the 
War of 1812 issues were printed to finance the war effort against Great Britain. The ‘Second War of American Independence,’ as some historians 
have called this conflict, was caused by an extended disagreement between the United States and Great Britain over trade tariffs and violations of 
American maritime rights. With the demise of the First Bank of the United States and no provision for internal revenue taxes, the Treasury was left 
with meager sources of revenue to prosecute the war. In addition to the issue of federal bonds, the Treasury created these circulating notes that were 
fundable into 7% stock. Issued under the Act of February 24, 1815, the issue authorized immediately after the end of the War of 1812, this note 
was part of the total of $3,392,994 worth of small Treasury Notes under $100 that were issued, with denominations of $3, $5, $10, $20, and $50.A 
total face value of $25,000,000 had been authorized. There were two varieties of the $10 notes. One design includes text in the right border stating 
‘receivable everywhere by the United States in payment of duties, taxes, and public lands, while the other dispensed with this verbiage. 

The paper on which these notes were printed was fragile and easily succumbed to age and mishandling. In terms of eye appeal and attractive- 
ness, this ranks in the top two or three pieces of War of 1812 notes that we have offered. Bold signatures are seen on the bright and attractive 
paper. The design details are not affected by the light circulation that accounts for the grade, or by the minuscule minor restoration mentioned 
by PMG. It is every bit as nice or even a touch nicer than the Very Fine 35 example we sold last year for over $25,000, and a simply lovely 
example from a pivotal point in the history of the United States.

Among his 
many accomplishments, Shirlaw helped found the Chicago Institute of Art and he was also the first president of the Society of American 
Artists. The female figures portrayed on the note are bare breasted which led to an outcry by society women in Boston and in turn led to 
many bankers refusing to accept the notes. The controversy over the $5 Educational note has been cited by several sources as the origin of 
the phrase, “banned in Boston.” The ornate back features portraits of Civil War Union Generals Ulysses S. Grant and Philip H. Sheridan. This 
note carries a somewhat unusual grade as 62s seldom qualify for the PPQ.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 

benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 

Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer.

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Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver.
